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Dispute over court retirement 
prompts sides into discussion

A battle over a new retirement 
plan proposed last year by the 46th 
Circuit Trial Court continues to sim- 
mer, but a compromise may be on 
the horizon. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners have stated numer- 
ous times during Judicial 
Committee meetings and in writing 
to the Court that it needed more 
financial information before they 
could make an “educated decision.” 
County Chairman Scott Hanson 
said at a recent meeting the com- 


missioners have asked for the infor- 


mation on seven different occasions 
and have yet to receive what was 
requested. | 

The County Board contends the 
proposed retirement plan for 46th 
Circuit Court employees, in 
Crawford, Kalkaska and Otsego 
Counties, would put the County 
under heavy debt for years to come, 
costing the taxpayers millions. 
During the 2001 budget year, the 
County Board argued the Court 


went over budget, causing stress on — 


other areas of County government 
needs. 


On the other hand, Court admin- 


istration officials contend over the 
past few years they have saved 
Crawford County thousands of dol- 
lars through careful budgeting and 
taking advantage of state and feder- 


al funding opportunities as they 


~ become available. The Court con- 


tends the new retirement. plan, 
which includes health care coverage 
for spouses, is the best thing for 
their employees and is financially 
feasible. 

Representing Crawford County in 
(he dispute is attorney Peter Cohl, 
who said, “All we have ever asked . 
for is information.” 

An audit of known financial fig- 
ures was performed by Fred Todd, 
President of 21st Century Public 
Consultants, L.L.C. out of 
Frankenmuth. He was hired by 
Cohl to perform an independent 
audit. Todd said in his report, “ 
The Court by granting ‘prior ser- 
vice’ credit for retirement benefits, 
has in effect made more employees 
and their spouses eligible for the 


retiree health program. The esti- 


mated massive unfunded debt for 
the Court’s proposed retiree and 
spouse health insurance program 
ranges between $2,759,211 for sin- 
gle employee coverage to 
$5,518,422 if spousal coverage is 
included.” 

Attorney Cohl estimates the legal 
dispute over the proposed retire- 
ment plan has cost. Crawford 
County about $100,000 in legal fees 
thus far. “But there is room to com- 
promise,’ “he said.

Fryer said a benefit dinner is cur- 
rently being planned for sometime 
in June to help raise cnough money 
to replace the necessities lost in the 


blaze that will not be covered by 
insurance. For those who would

So far, Fryer said, the community 
has been very supportive of her 
friend -- from fire fighters to local 
businesses, bit hopes anyone who 
can help with a donation of clothing 
or household items will give her a 
vall to make arrangements for pick 
up.

THEN THERE'S the state budget. During 
the next four years, Mr. Schwarz claims, 
budget problems could cause November's 
winner to be a one-term governor, 

In areport in The Lansing State Journal, 
he panned Gov. John Engler's 2003 budget 
as "a credit card budget, buy now pay later" 
which adds to future budget problems. 

The State Journal reported Schwarz 
claims that "the Engler Administration has 
found creative short-term ways to keep the 
books balanced until he leaves office Jan. 1, 
but those will not be available for Engler's 
sulceessor." 

Again, Sen. Schwarz ts on the mark -- but 
few Republicans will say so out loud. 

Sen. Schwarz also has attacked his 
Republican party for moving too far to the 
right. He could as casily be a Democrat as a 


Republican, he told The State Journal. 

Mr. Schwarz claims the Michigan and 
national GOP establishment improperly 
supports and helps Mr. Posthumus in the 
primary. 

Again, he's right about the support, but 
party leaders defend the actions as political 
reality, 

ON HIS OWN positions, again he varies 
from the mold. 

He lists his number one priority as gover- 
nor as health care. Most candidates list edu- 
cation, jobs or the economy. As a physician, 
he continued his practice during the 15 years 
he's been in the Michigan Senate, so his pri- 
ority is not unexpected. 

He claims the state has closed too many 
mental health facilities, and wants tnstttu- 
tional care expanded. 

Candidate Schwarz also prioritizes educa- 
tion, especially higher education where he 
has become a recognized expert and feader 
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during his senate service. 

He advocates higher taxes on cigaretts, 
and delaying scheduled reductions in per- 
sonal income and some business taxes. 

Some positions set him apart from the 
Republican mainstream: He favors abortion 
rights, opposes school vouchers, and oppos- 
es casing gun licensing laws. 

Sen. Schwarz is against one of Mr. 
Posthumus’ main campaign planks -- a con- 
stitutional amendment to require three-fifths 
legislative votes lo raise most state taxes, 

"I's beyond me to understand why they 
would attach themselves to that issue," Sen. 
Schwarz is quoted in another State Journal 
article. "The whole idea is elitist and gives 
an inordinate amount of power to a small 
majority, What planet are they from?" 

Perhaps “they” are from the same planet 
that vows no new taxes, 

He also has said publicly that he's the best 
candidate because Dick Posthumus can't 
win in November, Of course, that's party 
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treason .... although a lot of other political 
observers think the same way. 
a 

SEN. JOE SCHWARZ is more than just a 
maverick Republican candidate. On many 
matters, he makes remarkable sense. He 
speaks out with straight talk on many issues 
which other candidates ignore or sidestep or 
wrap in undefinable terms.

DIAGNOSING FOOT CONDITIONS & a: 


Podiatrists use several diagnostic 
tools to identify the cause of the 
patients’ foot symptoms. First, the 
podiatrist will ask patients for details 
about the condition - where the pain 
is, how long it has been hurting, if 
there was an injury, and the lype of 
shoes worn regularly. A physical 
examination of the feet, legs, and 
walking patterns follows, and then 
the podiatrist will order the applica- 
bic diagnostic tests. X-rays help when 
looking for fractures and = arthritic 
conditions.
